to Hell as quick as lightning," he mumbled to him- 
self, TTius tugged by a weird power he flung himself 
from his seat into the hay and stammered an 
incoherent prayer to Almighty God.

^ UR spiritual per- 
ception must in 
some degree be 
awakened and reach- 
ing after God, before 
1 we can, in any prac- 
tical sense, appreciate 
the meaning of the word holy; for "Except a man 
be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God" 
(John 3:3). That is why, in theap nanpr^ I aV.p1 1 rrot 
speak to the one who is not reconciled with God, but to every 
one, whatever his or her church membership, who, although 
owning Jesus as Saviour, does not find Him reigning within 
as all-conquering King. 

Without any uncertainty or doubt, I declare that it is 
God'.<j will that even the weakest and most unholy ,of His 
children shall become holy. Do you believe this? Da you 
think about it? 

What is Holiness? A standard dictionary defines it as 
"perfection in a moral sense; purity of heart." 

To be holy means to be delivered from sin within, but 
it means infinitely more than this. To be holy is to be like 
God, to share His nature, to shed forth His pure \<iwc\ love 
not only for the unlovely but for al! the world. "Perfect 
man,' says a modern writer, "means something more than 
sinless man, something richer, deeper, more positive, blazing 
with color and light." 
I want these papers to be of practical value to the seeker after 
Holiness, to the one who loves God, and has accepted forgiveness at 
His hands, but who, as yet, has no experience of the perfect love which 
casts out fear; to the one who wavers, now turning to grasp with all his 
power the things of time and sense, now reaching vaguely towards the 
things which are eternal; to the one who feels that the power 
of sin is not entirely destroyed in his heart. Therefore I must place 
emphasis on that aspect of Holiness which means deliverance from 
Bin within; because if we would be holy but are not, our attitude 
towards sin is of first importance. 

GOD WILLS OUR DELIVERANCE 

Do you understand that God wills that His people shall be , 
delivered from their sins? "That we being delivered out of the hand 
of our enemies might serve Him without fear, in Holiness and right- 
eousness before Him all the days of our life," 

If you are mourning overyour powerlessnesa In the fight, mourn- 
ing because you are continually doing those things which you ought 
not to do, and leaving undone those things which you ought to do — 
Oil, rejoice in this: He wills that you shall become holy, and 
tnat sin shall not have dominion over you! 

How do we know that He wills our Holiness? Wc know this 
°y direct revelation of His purpose, through the Holy Spirit, through 
tjic life and words of Jesus when on earth, and through the revela- 
tion to man in both the Old and New Testaments. 

Indeed, nothing short of a direct revelation of God's will could 
enable u.q to believe it possible for man to be delivered from sin. 
wjtKout this revelation, the power of sin, its ravages and its effects 
lipon the humah heart, would lead us to despair of gaining heart 
purity. 

I do not want to speak now of the punishment of sin, though I 
would remind you that — 

'Sin and punishment grow out of one stem. Punishment is the 
'ruit that, unauBpcrlrd, ripens within the flower of the pleawrc 
''nich toncealcd it, Cauae end effecl, mean and end's, seed and 



fruit cannot be severed." 'l"his law is an immutable one. 

The more God's children become like Him, the more aware they 
become of the destroying cloud of sin, breathing from the heart of 
man and darkening this lovely earth. 

WHAT THE BIBLE CLEARLY STAtES 

Some modern thinkers, who have lost the path of life and 
become blind leaders of the blind, tell us that the word sin has been 
over-used, and that God is too holy to be aware of evil; but our 
earthly pilgrimage can only be safely made by the lodestar of the 
Bible, and the Bibie teiis us that early in the life of man on earth, 
"God saw that the wickedness of man was great in the earth, and 
that every imagination of the thoughts of his heart was only evil 
continually" (Genesis 6:5). The Bible tells us, too, that blessedness 
is bestowed with forgiveness of past sin and release from present 
sinfulness: "Blessed is He whose trangression is forgiven, \vhose sin 
is covered. Blessed is the man unto whom the Lord imputeth not 
iniquity" (Psalm 32:1, 2). 

Are we justified in believing that we may not only be forgi\'en 
for past sins, come on to the side of God, and strive with Him against 
sin. but that we may also be victorious every day and every hour in 
the desperate fight with evil on the battle-ground of our own hearts? 
Yes I we are justified in believing that we may become holy here and 
now. We of The Salvation Army, knowing the power of Jesus, 
confidently proclaim that the most flagrant rebel against God, who 
repents, may not only receive pardon for past sin, but may walk in 
that highway which "shall be called the way of Holiness; the unclean 
shall not pass over it; for He shall be with them (marginal reading): 
the wayfaring men, though foois, shall not err therein. No lion shall 
be there, nor any ravenoys beast shall go thereon, it shall not be 
found there; but the redeemed shall walk there" (Isaiah 35: 8, 9). 
CERTAIN GROUND FOR CONFIDENCE 
There is certain ground for confidence that we may be holy in 
God's own command, "Be ye holy, for I am holy," 

In the Old Testament, Holiness is commanded. "For 1 am 
the. Lord your God: ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, and ye 
shall be holy; for I am holy .... 
For I am the Lord that bringeth 
you up out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God: ye shall therefore 
be holy, for I am holy" (Leviticus 
11:44, 45). 

Peter, a man of many struggles 
and bitter defeats before he became 
holy, quoted this commandment 
of early revelation in inciting the 
converts af the early Church to 
Holiness: "As He which hath called 
you is holy, so be ye holy in all 
manner of conversation; because it 
is written. Be ye holy; for I am 
holy" (1 Peter 1:15. 16). 

Because God calls His children 
to be holy, we know that He is 
holy, Whittier says: 

"By all that He requires of me, 
I know what' He Himself must 

be." 
Because God is holy, it follows 
that He desires His people to be holy. Being all powerful. He is 
able to make them holy. Will you not let Him make you holy?

FEW FAULTS are Inore common tlian this 
judging of- others. It would not be so bad if 
fault-finders \vere disposed to look at people 
cliiiritabiy, but their eyes ui'e far l^eener for flaws 
and blemishes than for marks of beauty. Not 
many of us are for ever finding new features of 
loveliness in others. If we were oui-selves up to 
the standard whereby \ve judge others, we .sliould 
be very saintly people ant! ready for transplanting. 

Our Lord not only instructs us 
not to be critical of others and cen- 
sorious, but presents the .stroncest 
kind of motive against such judging- 
He appeals to our own interests. 

Others will mete to us just what 
we metp. to them. None of us like 
people to be unkindly critical and 
censorious towards us. We wince 
under unkind judgments. We re- 
sent unnecessary fault-finding. We 
demand that people shall judge us 
fairly. We claim forbearance and 
eliarity in our derelictions in duty 
and fo"r blemishes in our character. 
Can we expect other people to be 
any more lenient toivards us than 
we are toivards them ? If \ve 
would receive kindly judgment 
from others, we must give the 
same to them. If we eriticise another to-day in a 
iiarsh manner we mu.'it not be surprised if we hear 
Bonie har.=;h criticism of our."ieh'es to-morrow. If, on 
the other hand, we speak charitable words of .=;ome- 
one to-day, very likely we shall hear to-mon'ow 
Bonic pleasant wovA another has said of us. 

We make very largely the music or the discord 
for our own hearts. We get back what we give. 
We gather the han'est of our sowing. The gener- 
ous man finds people! generous. The sympathetic 
man finds sympathy. The merciful man obtains 
mercy. Hence the golden rule rests on a deep prin- 
ciple in life: "Whatsoever ye would that man 
should do to you, do ye even so to them." 

He obtains foi-givgnes-i \vi,o forgives others. He 
finds mercy who shows mercj- to others. He whom 
Clirist wiM confess before His Father i.s he whom 
before men confesses Christ. 

It is strange how forgetful W6 can be of our oivn 
faults and blemishes, and how clearly we can .=ee 
those of other people. One writer says: "Men are 
more apt to use spectacles than looking-glasses — 
spectacle.'; to behold other men's fauit.s rather than 
looliinE-glasEes to behold their oivn." A man can 
see a little speck of dust in his neighbor's eye 
wbile utterly una^vare of the great beam in his 
oivn eye. He observes the most minute fault of hi.s 
brother while unconscious of his o\vn far gi-ealer 
fault. 

We would say that a bioam in a man's eye would 
E6 blind him that 'he could not see the mote in 
another's eye. As our Lord represents it, however, 
the man with the beam is the very one who 506.=; 
tbe mote and thinks himself competent to pull it 
tiut. So it is in morals. No man is so sharp at 
seeing a fault in another as he who has tiie same 
or a similar fault of his oivn. 

But 1.=; it not a kindness to a friend to take the 
mote out of his eye, says someone? If we met a 
neighbor \vith a cinder in his eye, would it not be 
a brotherly thing to stop and take it out for him ? 
Then why is it not just as true a kindncs.'; to want 
to cure another's fault, even if we have the .same 
fault ourselves? If wc did it in the right spirit it 
wouUl be. We are bound to seek the welfare of our 
friend."; in every pos.sibie ivay, and, therefore, if we 
(ilEcover in them things that mar their beaut>', we 
snoiild sttik the removal of those things. But the 
trouble is, we are not apt to lotik at our neiEhbnr'e 
faults in this loving and sympathetic way.

Listen to what the Master says: "Fir,=it cast out 
the beam out of thine own eye; and then .shalt thou 
sec clearly to east the mote out of thy brother's 
eye;" or in other words — Begin at home. 

He who would truly help to take the motes of 
our eyes must come to ua in tender love, proving 
Ills eenerous and unaelfish interefit in uh. He must 
come to us liumbly, not as our judge, buC as, a 
brotiiev, /

ed with details as to the nature of the hatred. It 
is so good to know that in this otherwise doubtful 
character there still remained the po\ver of repell- 
ing evil; through which it retained fellowship ivith 
God. "This thou hast, that thou hatest .... which 
I also hate." 

Sufficient emphasis is not laid on the fact that 
where genuine love exists, there will exist the 
correlative power to hate, and the true test of love 
to God is to be found in the readiness to hate the 
things which God hates. 

We may be like God in the things that attract 
us; even .so should we also be like Him in the 
things that repel us. 

A wholesome hatred it. a vital element in a 
sanctified life. To lie without h.Ttred towards evil, 
and to allow or tolerate evil influences is the sure 
sign of moral and spiritual degeneracy. 

The attitude of many professing Christians to- 
wards "things of evil" is difficult to understand. 
They are so afraid to show their intense dis- 
like for those things which tliey know are dishonor- 
able to God. They are more concerned to be "nice" 
than to be upright; to be weakly — I should perhaps 
.say sinfully — agreeable than to be invincibly loyal. 
Because of this the fires of moral devotion are only 
kept at a temperate heat; cheering, but not burn- 
ing brightly; attracting, but never driving away. 

There should be no misunderstanding in the mat- 
ter. If we are to be used and useable by God we 
must individually posses.s this power to repel evil. 
Suggestions of evil may da.sh themseh'es against 
the walls of our mind.s — we must possess the power 
to keep our minds sealed against them. The ap- 
proach of evil in any form is readily discernible by 
the child of God, and its approach should raise 
within us a strong disgust even a.^; our coming in 
contact vnth putrid or unsound nieat or other food. 
We would ne^•er dream of handling unsound meat 
with pleasure; but turn from it ^vith intense phy- 
sical hatred and disgurd. So shovild it be with all 
things that nre morally unsound, dishonorable, cun- 
ning; all cruel and brutal things — they should be 
hated even as God hates them; who "cannot look 
upon sin with the least degree of allowance," 

Immediately we discover that this healthy hatred 
no longer pos.scBses us, we will also discover that we 
have lo.iit out in our spiritual experience, and God 
Him=clf will, in dsgrcc, lose His attraction for us. 
We shall not be dra\A'n unto Him. 

The one way to possess and preserve this healthy 
hatred is by cultivating a holy love. And it i,s in a. 
Mvcrent, whole-hearted worship of the Lord that 
thiK clean and cleansing fire can be found. 
"He will sprinkle you with water, 
Sanctify and make you holy; 
He will come and dwell within you, 
He will cleanse you from all sin." 

"He shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost and 
jrith fire."

"The condUiona under which lepers 
are released from Llils institution ore 
exceedingly rigid," Surgeon-General 
Cumtuing satd.

The results 
6f treatment have been 
sufficiently encourag- 
' ing at this institution 
to induce numerous 
other patients, of whom 
there are believed to 
he several hundreds in 
the United States, to 
agree to their transfer. 

"A special car, fitted 
up for the purpose and 
carrying a doctor and 
a nurse, was used in 
the transfer recently 
of eleven patients from 
Florida, and seven were 
brought from Califor- 
nia, There are at pres- 
ent two hundred and 
thirty-six patients at 
Carvllle."

"The late Empress 
Dowager Tzu-Hsi is the 
most striking example oE 
a powerful personality 
breaking through the 
conveniionR. She owed 
the change in her status 
in tho first place to an 
unusual combination ot 
circumstances— the early 
death of Sakota, the 
Empress, without male 
Issue, and her good for- 
tune in being the first of 
tbe Emperor's consorts 
to supply the Emperor 
with an heir to the 
throne.

South America, Australia, At- 
rica, China and Europe Import Itijs 
shipments of this timber. The H;il 
cedar is used chiefly in the manu 
facture of shingles nnd In Interlgr 
decoration. 

Tho large forests, are locftl4iJ on 
tho western slopes ot the ItocWes. It 
is generally supposed that the molf- 
ture-ladcn windB from the PaclBc, 
wafting landwards for thoutnnda 01 
years have, in conjuncttaa wlli j 
naturally rich soil, produced thA me- 
ditions for the growth ot (hi* fe- 
maikable timber. Jlany of the tnee 
;irc centuries in age. 

In the doorw.iy of one of the Sullil- 
ingo of the University of Tnronlo a 
section of a tree from British ColUlt 
bia is on display.

Then good playing mu.st he lunetnl.

must play in tune, The latter is 
generally called iutonalion. Bad in- 
ton.ilion may arise from a wrong 
method of prodiielion. latk ot prac- 
tice or a poor ear. ilerc again the 
practice ol^ scales, intervals, etc., will 
flo much to improve the seiiHc uC 
tune. 

Even experienced players, when 
tired or physically helow par, will 
sometimes play out ot tunc. A good 
night's rest is the only remedy.

FAVORITE HYMNS NO. 9. 



"TAKE MY LIFE 
AND LET IT BE" 

THE AUTHOR of this hymn, 
Frances Ridley Haverfjal, was 
tho fUiuglitei' of an Anglican 
clergyman, Rev- W. H. Ilavergal, who 
was himself a skilful composer of 
music and a hymn-writei'. Frances 
combined in herself an exceptionally 
keen mind and a deeply devotional 
tli.^position. She became a competent 
Greek and Hcbiew .scholar, and could 
SDcak several modem lanpuapes 
fluently. She had also a very line 
\-oice, and as a joung girl was much 
in demand. Her deep religious con- 
victions led her to look upon her gifts 
a.", loans from God, and she decided to 
sing- hymn.? only, and more especially 
of a decidedly evangelical nature. 

The hymn "Take M.v Life and Let 
it lie" was written in 1S74, when Mis.s 
Ha\'erKal was thirty-ciclit years of 
ape. For some lime previous slie had 
felt that ncitlicr she nor her immedi- 
ate friends were .sufricicntly sincere 
in rclirriotis devotion, ller o\vn ac- 
count of the composition of the hymn 
is that early in I'^cbruary, 1874, she 
was staying at -Axeley House in Eng- 
land, wltcre there were ten persons, 
.■;onie not profcssinK to be Chi'istianE, 
iind others \'ory lukewarm in their re- 
ligious life. A very deep conviction 
came to Miss Ha\-cjgal that during 
licr lisit c\ery member of that group 
.fliould become a devoted Christian, 
anrl her prayer was answered. She 
writes that on the last night of her 
.stay she \\as so .supremely hajipy that 
.she could not sleep, and she spent the 
iiifi-ht writinff this hynili, which came 
to her \vith as much cleai-ncss as 
though it had been dictated. 

Tlie hj-mn, which i.-^ really a prayer 
of consecration, undoubtedly e-\-presEes 
the deep longin^r of her whole soul. 
The fourtli stanr.a, beginning; "Take 
my siivcr and my gold," she intended 
to be taken literally. Sometime after 
the lij'mn was n'ritten, she wrote : . 
"Tho Loifi lia.=; .';hijivn me another lit- 
tle step, and of cotir.^e I ha\'e taken 
it with extreme delight. 'Take my 
.-jjlver and my gold' means shipping 
off my ornaments, including a jew,„l 
cabinet, \vhieh is really fit for a 
countess, to the Church Missionary 
House, where they will he accepted 
and disposed of for me, I retain only 
a broocli or two for daily wear, which 
arc memorials of my dear parents." 

Miss Havcrgal was a voluminous 
writer, and hot ween tlie years 1SG9 
and 1873 she ^^rolc quite a large num- 
her of booklets, which had a wide cir- 
culation, the titles of several Of 
the.se booklets suggest their (Ie\'otion- 
af trend:— "The Ministry of Seng:"; 
"Under the Surface"; "Life Mosaics"; 
"Life Chords"; "Life Echoc.=;"; "Kept 
for the Master's Use," nnd m.any 
others. About fifty of iier hymns are 
in use to-day, and among tlie best 
known of these arc: "Lord, ,=5pcak to 
me that 1 ni.iy spe.ik"; "Tell it. out 
among the heathen'"; "0 Saviour, pre- 
cious Saviour"; "1 gave my life for 
Thee," and "Thou art coming, my 
Saviour." 

Jliss Havcrgal, who ne\-er enjoyed 
good hcnllli, .lied in 1S70, at the early 
age of forty-three-
